of the society and social attention offered
the delegates f thoe days so encroach-
ed on the oflicial program that much
unfinished business had to be crowded
into the closing hours of the week
which alwavs holds as its most import-
ant days the anniversary of the battle
of Iyvington.

This car's congress, in addition to
electing a new president for the society,
affords an excellent opportunity for
standardizing American fashions, as the
list of delegates shows the names of
scores of women leaders in their re-

spective States, who are coming to Wash-
ington to take part in the annual con-
gress, but will select a considerable part
of their spring and summer wardrobes
her or on the way.

lets.

"On the day he was bi ought in." savs
the Herman Medical Weekly, "the sur-
geons refrained from changing the ban- -

I dages, and simply put the man to bed,
' giving him a morphia injection. Experi
ence lias shown that after the bodily ex-

ertions demanded of them and the often
long journey to the base hospital, this is
the most important thing. Many sleep
for several days.

"In this case, however, an examination
was made on the following dav, when it
was found that the bones of the left
shin. left thigh and left arm had all been
shattcied. and the left eye shot away.
There was also a shot in the left knee
joint and a wound in the left upper
arm.

"Apart from the amputation of the left
leg below the knee and the removr.l of
the left eye In order to avert threatened
complications, ail the wounds were dealt
with on strictly conservative lines. Only
two of the shrapnel bullets were removed,
the experience of recent years having
been to the effect that every shot wound
should as far a possible be left hi

d."
